government victory today, ac­ 
cording to U.S. m ilitary spokes­ 
men, but sporadic fighting con­ 
tinued. 


Scene of the four - day long 
clash was Binh Gia Town, a

refugees about 40 miles south­ 
east of Saigon. 


Communist Viet Cong guer­ 


rilla forces of regiment size 
withdrew

around the town before dawn 
today, the spokesman said. But 
fighting continued. Government 
forces retook the town Wednes­ 
day. 
Eleven U.S. m ilitary advisors 
were reported wounded and six 
missing. The missing were be­ 
lieved to include four dead and 


two captured. Veteran military 
men could not recall a single 
battle here with so much Amer­ 
ican bloodshed.

Doylestown when the first 
arraignment court is held 
in the Bucks County Court­ 
house.

number of criminal cases. 
Defendants will be order­ 
ed to appear in court while 
the Grand Jury is in ses­ 
sion. If the jury returns a 
true bill of indictment, the 


defendant will be asked to 
enter a plea, providing he 
has a lawyer. 
Causes Backlog 
Carlin 
said 
that 
jury 
trials are running 90 to 120 
days behind the grand jury 
sessions, causing a back­ 
log in cases. 
Recent high court decis­ 
ions have resulted in more 
tirals and appeals, Carlin 
said, and Bucks County is 
no exception. 
The screening of defen­ 
dants will enable the court 
to know whether persons 


intend to plead guilty or go 
to trial.

Temporary Masses In Jewish-Owned 
Restaura Classes In Protestant Church

parish 
in

Makefield, 
which 
was 
turned down in its request for 
temporary 
use 
of 
a 
public 
school, is now holding Masses 
and religious classes in a Prot­ 
estant church and a Jewish - 
owned restaurant. 
The new church is St. John 
The Evanglist, which is await­ 
ing the construction of its own 
church, school and convent at 
Big Oak and Makefield, Roads. 
Portable* Altar 
A portable altar is transport­ 
ed every Sunday morning to the 
Sherwood House, on Route I, 


near 
Morrisville, 
where 
four 
masses are held every Sunday. 
An organ in the banquet room 
provides music for the serv­ 
ices. Vestments are also carted 
in for the rector’s use. 
Rev. Joseph C. Belz, pastor 
of the parish, conducts the m ass­ 
es every Sunday and on Holy 
Days. 
The parish has also obtained 
the permission of Big Oak Mor­ 
avian Church in Lower Make­ 
field to use its 
facilities 
for 
catechism classes every Tues­ 
day evening and on Saturdays. 
“ Worked Out Well” 
“ It has all worked out very 
well,” said Father Belz, “ and 
we are very indebted to them 


for their kind offers.” He said 
that beside the public schools, 
there was 
no other facilities 
large enough and available in 
the area for the masses. 
This new act of community 
cooperation all started last May 
when Father Belz was assigned 
to the new parish area. The par­ 
ish includes Lower Makefield, 
and a portion of Falls Town­ 
ship. 
Three Units 
The Archdiocese of Philadel­ 
phia announced then that the 
parish was being established to 
relieve Yardley and Morrisville 
and that plans were being for­ 
mulated to build a new church, 
school and convent. 


The bids are now out awaiting 
contracts to be awarded, and 
construction is expected to be­ 
gin on February. The new school 
will be ready by next Septem­ 
ber. 
The church and convent are 
expected to be completed soon 
after that. The new buildings 
will cost a total of $740,000, Rev. 
Belz said. 
Meanwhile, the parish went 
last June 
to 
the 
Pennsbury 
School Board and asked premis­ 
sion to make temporary use of 
the Charles H. Boehm School for 
its M asses and 
classes. 
The 
joint school board turned down 
the request. 
That’s when Rev. E. Howard 


Housman, pastor of Big Oak 
Moravian, made his offer to 
Rev. Belz to use the Protestant 
church. Soon after, Rev. Belz 
and church officials went to 
Maurice Fox, of Jenkintown, 
owner of the Sherwood House, 
and obtained permission to use 
its banquet rooms for services. 
500 Fam ilies 
There are about 500 Catholic 
families in the new parish, Rev. 
Belz said. He said an average 
of about 1,200 people attend the 
four M asses every Sunday at 
the Sherwood House, which used 
to be a PRR dormitory before 
it was converted to a banquet 
hall • restaurant. 
Rev. Belz said that about 124 


pupils attend cathechism classes 
every Saturday and another 90 
every Tuesday evening at Big 
Oak Church. Lay teachers serve 
as instructors. 
The new St. John’s Church 
will be built on a 22 - acre 
tract. It will be directly across 
from a proposed new Episcopal 
Church due to be built behind 
the Big Oak Service Center.

Rev. Belzis is living in a tem- 
porary rectory in a home at 
18 Sandy Drive, which was pur­ 
chased by the diochese. It will 
be used for about five years un­ 
til a new one is needed. It is 
a short distance from the new 
church site. 


“ We have obtained zoning ap­ 
proval from Lower Makefield’s 
Board of Adjustment, subject 
to a requirement that we pave 
an additional strip of land along 
the 
Big 
Oak 
and 
Makefield 
Roads,” Rev. Belz said. 
It is expected that the zoning 
board 
will 
approve both St. 
John’s 
new 
church 
and 
the 
church of the Incarnation’s plans 
for a new Episcopal Church, on 
both sides of Makefield Road by 
next month. 


Near High School 


Pennsbury High School is just 
down the street from both. Big 
Oak Moravian is a short dis­ 
tance away from the site, too. 


“ It’s all working out very 
well,” summed up Rev. Belz 
yesterday.
